ity- 


It is painful and humiliating to observe 


the shocking increase of crime in our groat 
cities, and in fact throughout the country, of 
late years. The writer of this article well 
remembers the day when murders were so 
infrequent in our land, that an account of 
one published in a newspaper was almost as 
rare and exciting as the appearance of a 
travelling caravan or a circus, in a country 
village. Now, we have intelligence of two, 
three, or a half a dozen murders, in almost 
every paper. The inviolability of human life 
has come to be regarded as of small account, 
and the land reeks with blqoci. 


Nor is there less increase" apparent in tlie 


circle of smaller crimes, including those 
committed against persons, property (Charac- 
ter, and the semi-suicidal class which direct- 
ly damage or destroy the criminal himself 
as well as others. Indeed, when philoso- 
phically viewed, there seems no room for 
doubt that such is the tendency of all crimes 
whatsoever—that the great Author of all
